In San Bernardino county a 
number of the aircraft warning 
service units are 
recognition schools during this 
‘week. 

SCHOOL PLANS TOLD 

Upland’s recognition school, in 
‘which observers will learn to rec- 
ognize the various types of air- 
‘craft, will be conducted by Frank 
Davis, post instructor, and his as- 
sistants, and will be opened im- 
mediately upon receipt of suffic- 
ient material. 

Mr, Davis has material on hand 
for one class, but since there are 
150 observers in the Upland group 
he and Mr. McMasters prefer to 
wait until enough material is se- 
cured to keep a number of classes 
supplied. 

The school will be held each 
evening, Monday through Friday, 
in the Upland junior high school 
and will be continued until the 
course is completed. 

NEED IS URGENT 

The number of local observers 
has decreased during the summer 
months to such an extent that Mr. 
McMasters is finding it very dif- 
ficult to keep the “rock pile’, the 
local observation post, sufficiently 
manned. 

He has practically no substi- 
tutes on his roll and unless a num- 
ber of men volunteer their ser- 
vices at once it will become nec- 
essary for some of the regulars 
to do double duty. 

Especially needed now are men 
for a day shift for Saturday and 
Sunday and two night shifts for 
the week. Day-time observers for 
Monday through Friday are wo- 
men, provided by the Upland Jun- 
ior Welfare League.

SCHOOL RATE GOES 
UP AS NEW BUDGET 
IS GIVEN APPROVAL 


Requiring an estimated tax in- 
crease of approximately 21 cents 
on each $100 of assessed valua- 
tion, the Upland school district 
1943-44 budget was officially | 
adopted at a public hearing last | 
night, with no taxpayers being in 
attendance. 

Sum of $40,317 will be raised by 
direct taxation on the property 
owners in the district. The total 
budget is $100,975, but the esti- 
mated receipts other than from 
property taxes are $60,658. 

The official tax rate is sched- 
uled to be 86 cents, as compared 
with 65 cents last year. 

Increase in the budget was made 
necessary by higher pay to all the 
employes and to provision for an 
increase of the faculty by at least 
two persons. An increased enroll- 
ment is contemplated due to the 
anticipated completion of the Up- 
land Housing Authority project, 
which will serve 100 new families. } 

More than half the total ‘budget 
will go for teachers’ salaries, this | 
figure being $57,175.

Mr. Decker admitted that if the 
feed supply were unlimited, the 
outlook would be unusually bright 
for local poultrymen because of 
the steady scheduled increase in 
the price of eggs. 

With a drastic reduction in the 
feed supply, however, Mr. Decker 
can see ahead a sharp elimination 
of flocks.

NEW POST OFFICE 
IN UPLAND LIKELY 
WHEN WAR CLOSES 


When a new lease is given by 
the federal government to house 
the Upland post office, considera- 
tion will be given to the fact that 
construction of a new federal 
building is likely soon “after the 
duration”, it was indicated today. 

Bids for providing accommoda- 
tions for the local post office will 
be officially considered soon. ' Sat- 
urday is the closing date given 
in the notice to the public that 
bids are open. While several build- 
ings will be considered, moving of 
the office from its present site ap- 
pears to be unlikely. 

Postmaster Orton P. Brady 
has received an unofficial report 
that the need for a post office here 
is greater than in most cities in 
this district. Growth of the local 
postal business in recent years has 
been so large the capacity of the 
present building is being taxed 
and at times the facilities are in- 
adequate. :
